WEATHER NOTES. 


No. 36.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Australia 
during the Months of July, August and September, 1942. 


July.—Rainfall during the month was below normal in all divisions except one. The de- 
ficiencies in the agricultural areas were variable and generally greater in the north than in the 
south ; thus Ajana and Mullewa received only 114 and 109 points compared with an average 
July rainfall of 224 and 234 points respectively, while Pingelly in the south received as much as 
319 points compared with an average of 331 points. 


Rainfall in the tropics was very slight. No station in the Kimberleys reported rain, while 
Onslow with 29 points was the only station in the De Grey and Fortescue which had a, rainfall 
of greater than 10 points. The South-Eastern Division was the only division which recorded 
rains above average. Of those divisions having their maximum rainfall during the winter the 
greatest deficiencies were in the North Coastal and East Gascoyne with 39 per cent. and 31 per 
cent. below normal. 


Pressure throughout the month has been high over the whole of the State and the depres- 
sions that have affected the State have been of slight intensity. There were four main phases 
of rainfall activity during the month associated in each case with a southern depression ; firstly, 
during the first two days of the month ; secondly, at the beginning of the second week ; thirdly, 
at the beginning of the third week ; and fourthly, at the end of the month. A disturbance of 
tropical origin brought light rain to the Gascoyne and parts of the central divisions on the 10th 
and 11th of the month. The period between the third and fourth phases of major activity was 
marked by very high pressure, and many fogs and frosts were recorded. Perth and suburbs had 
four consecutive days of frost on the 23rd, 24th, 25th, and 26th, and the screen temperature was 
as low as it had been since 1937 with a minimum of 37-9 degrees on the 24th. 

The heaviest rains of the month occurred at Bunbury with well over eight inches. Perth 
rainfall for the month was 619 points, falling on 16 days. This rainfall is 53 points below the 
July mean. 


The extremes of temperature in Perth were 69-5 degrees on the 29th and 37-9 degrees on 
the 24th July. 


The mean maximum temperature of 62-7 degrees and the mean minimum temperature, 
46-2 degrees, were respectively 0-1 degree and 1-6 degrees below normal. These temperatures 
reflected the sub-normal amount of cloud at Perth during July, which was typical of the whole 
of the State and can be correlated with the sub-normal rainfall during the month.

August.—The outstanding feature of the weather during the month at Perth and in the State 
south of Geraldton was the high winds, August being the windiest month at Perth since July, 
1926. The total wind travel was over 11,700 miles, while in July, 1926, the travel was 12,295 
miles. The winds were persistently west to north-west from the llth to the 29th, except for 
two short periods, when they were light south-west and north-east on the 2Ist and 22nd. The 
maximum wind intensity was 72 m.p.h., which occurred at 0607 hours on the 27th from the west. 
Higher velocities were recorded at Maylands. 


The reason for these high winds in the south-west of the State was that the belt of westerlies 
which usually affect only the far south of the State moved northwards and brought wind and 
showers well to the north of Perth. Rain accompanying these winds was not unduly heavy, 
and although reported on a large number of days during the month the aggregate fall was below 
normal for stations in the North Coastal Division. However, in the more southerly divisions 
rainfall was above normal. 


Denmark had 28 days of rain, with 739 points, compared with a mean of 646 points ; Collie 
had 27 days of rain with 1,152 points, compared with a mean of 584; and Manjimup had 27 days 
of rain, with 860 points, compared with a mean of 633 for August. Other high rainfalls were 
Mundaring 1,164 points and Pemberton 1,110 points. 


The South Coastal, the Central Coastal, the South and North Central Divisions had rainfall 
that was above average. The steady rain in the agricultural areas was needed and should bring 
the crops on well. Rainfall was below average in the northern part of the North Coast Division 
and in the tropical, South-Eastern, and Eucla Divisions. 


Perth rainfall was 615 points, 44 points above the August average. Rain fell on 22 days. 


As would be expected with the high winds the daily variation between maximum and mini- 
mum temperatures at Perth was below average and this is reflected in the average maximum 
for the month, 63-6 degrees, which is 0-1 degree below normal, and the minimum, 49-6 degrees, 
which is 1-4 degrees above normal. 


Very few frosts were recorded and these occurred at the beginning of the month. On the 
north-west coast an interesting feature of the weather was the unusual number of early morning 
fogs.

September.—September was a very windy month south of latitude 30 degrees. Perth, with a 
wind travel of nearly 10,000 miles, was well above the average of just over 8,000 miles for the 
month. These winds were due to the persistence of the southerly belt of low pressure which, by 
this time of year, should be in retreat to higher latitudes. 


On the other hand the wet season seems to have begun early in the Kimberley Divisions, 
Wyndham having a rainstorm of 70 points on the 21st. 


The south-western parts of the State recorded rains that were above average. These rains 
in the southern agricultural areas are excessive when taken in conjunction with the heavy rains 
in the previous three months, and many low lying pastures are still waterlogged. In the northern 
agricultural areas the rain should make up some of the deficit that has occurred this winter. In 
the far north, where it was most needed, rain was patchy and in some areas below average. 


Collie recorded the highest rainfall for the month with 923 points, which was over twice the 
average for September. Other high rainfalls were Mundaring 876 points, Pemberton 860 points, 
and Jarrahdale 834 points, comparing with respective means of 473 points, 493 points, and 540 
points. Rain was reported every day from some station during the month, Collie with 25 days 
having the greatest number of rainy days. Cape Naturaliste, Cape Leeuwin, and Manjimup each 
had 24 rainy days. Unlike last month’s falls, rain occurred in five periods associated with distinct 
southern depressions separated by relatively dry periods on the 6th, 12th, 16th, 23rd, and 28th, 
only two stations reporting rain on the 6th and 28th. 


Perth’s total rain, falling on 18 days, was 498 points, which was 162 points above average. 


Temperatures in the south of the State were below average, which was a disadvantage in the 
agricultural areas. The Perth temperatures were typical of the South-West, the average maximum 
and average minimum being 65-8 degrees and 49-2 degrees, which were respectively 0-7 degree 
and 1-1 degrees below average. The minimum temperature recorded in the State was 31 degrees, 
occurring at Kalgoorlie on the Ist. On the other hand temperatures in the tropics were above 
average, Wyndham’s minimum of 85 degrees during the 24 hours ending 9 a.m. on the 11th being 
abnormally high. Many maximum temperatures of over a hundred degrees were reported in 


the tropics. 


In the south of the State a number of frosts were recorded, occurring mainly in the first half 


of the month.
